{temperature for 
February Found 
uctuating 



"Small wonder there was an in- 
flue'nza epidemic." said Professor 
H Kenneth Hare In his report on the 
weather for the "month of- February. 
It was the story that has become 
so familiar in Montreal in recent 
years; snow, ,rain, thaw one day 
and freezing cold the next. There 
was a lack of sunshine although the 
temperatures were above the 77 
year mean value. 

During the days from the 8th 
to the 1.1th there was a severe cold 
spell; with a low of —18.4 degrees 
recorded on the 10th. Then came the 
thaw. On three of the days between 
the 18th and the 27th the tempera- 
ture failed - to go below freezing 
point. The mean temperature for 
the month was 20.1 degiees, four 
and one-half degrees above normal, 
and yet Dr. Hare added that not 
since the early 1940's have temper- 
atures as low as —18 decrees been 
recorded In Montreal.- 

There was a little more rain than 
normal and a little less snow. The 
sun was scarce, although there were

ntivc to the athletic hoard on the Students' 
Executive Council. The motion has the dttbi- 
)U! distinction of having heen up before no 
ess than three Students' Society meetings. At 
each of these meetings the motion was left 
unpasscd, through the lack of n quorum. 

^Since the students have not come to the 
motion, the motion is today going to the stu- 
dents. Voters in the Students' Society elections 
will receive, in addition tn the usual lists of 
candidates, a sheet marked "referendum." 
The sheet will explain and outline the motion, 
and in a conveniently marked box at the bot- 
tom of the page allow an expression of student 
opinion on the subject. 

The benefits of the amendment have been 
discussed many limes, in essence it allows 
the represent alive to the Athletics Board to 
be a member of the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil as well as a member of the Athletics Board. 
This will mean that the bend of student athlet- 
ics, will be included on Ihe body governing 
general student nffairs. This has become a 
necessity. During the past several years there 
has been an unprecedented growth of athletics 



and athletic facilities at McGill. This natural- 
ly means a growth of importance for athletics. 

This has never previously been the case. 
Evidence, is that the drafters of the present 
Students' Society constitution did not con- 
sider the day Winter Carnivals and Athletics 
Night would lead lo conflicting jurisdictions 
between Students' Council and athletics.

For obvious 
reasons this makeshift arrangement was not 
entirely satisfactory.

ate beauty with their "fanfare," 
noise, and above all with their 
classical transcriptions.

This democratic trend towards 
the inane eyewash of the commer- 
cial showband, the number "ones" 
of the hit parades (for financial 
purposes), and the "scream" quar- 
tet of hotel orchestras is, never- 
theless, explicable if. not under- 



cut! to cure; as appreciation of 
good music requires training, it 
is an art, a specialized one, which 
oddly enough seems to bo reserved 
to a small number. This indiffer- 
ence of many is due to lack of 
comprehension, for even music lov- 
ers have to devoto many hours of 
careful attention in order to draw 
full benefits from It.

Thoughts and comments on life 
expressed by Kay Smith are not 
basically original. They do. how- 
ever, formulate a poet's plcturé of 
society and a poet's faith in ulti- 
mate survival through God. 

"What It forever cannot be 
lost! 

pluck out the eye, Thy King- 
dom stands." 
Born in Saint John, New Bruns 
wick, Miss Smith teaches English 
and dramatics at the Vocational 
School there. Her Canadian back- 
ground may account for much of 
her "God-fearing" thought and a 
tendency to lean on 'nature for 
much of her description and sym- 
bolism. Particularly effective is 
"a still life bathed in a green prc- 
thundcr light," and for descrip- 
tion 

"The wooded shore spreads 
out like a tartan 
Green and black, staining the 
Inlet 

where small fishing craft 
Image white e'rescents 
In black glass." 

Miss Smith's poetry sometimes 
reaches above the ordinary in feel- 
ing nnd thought. Her poem "Words 
for a Ballet" is perhaps the best 
example, as in describing the sub- 
ject she examines the purpose and 
lessons of a Ballet. 

"All seems but nothing Is In 
the country of mirrors." 
That is the best of symbolism, a 
clear-cut meaning that does not 
confuse the thought. 

This feeling for meaning Is found 



again In the book's title piece, par- 
ticularly wltn lines such as 

"In . the Grand Canyon hour 

of soul's Immensity" 

The book is marred, however, by 
Miss Smith's tendency to an Ill- 
turned prase or sentence, often ill- 
turned in both thought and struc- 
ture. This fault is damaging to the 
music and effect of her poems. To 
exemllfy .and explain, we find 
she often "— wh'ps out 

the striped candy canci of our 
childhood." 
The music of her poetry sometimes 
carries away both the writer and 
the reader. While this is not en- 
tirely desirable, the effect created 
Is not always completely displeas- 



ing. In her second feature length 
piece "Conversations with a Mirror" 
the Harlot speaks 

"Sing a song of sixpence, 



A pocketful of body pence, . 

Sable coats and sailing boats, . 

And bottles full of rye!" 
Despite Its fcults there It much 
to recommend Miss Smith's first, 
book. At the very least It represents 
a conscientious soul searching of 
our society. As a Canadian poetess- 
Kay Smith belongs between the",<- 
aelivc scool of social criticism and'; 
the more conservative "nature and'.-> 
God" poets. Her form and inspir-'.: 
ation arc largely from the social .: ' 
critics. Her conclusions are con- ' . 
vcntlonal. 

Her book Is a collection of works- - 
which have appeared in both major ' - 
Canadian anthologies and in perl-;

A book exhibit! Well, very nice! 
But why. and who arrangèd it? In 
fact, who wants to know about 
Radio, or Television, or Films at 
this time of year?

I have had thé 
privilege and pleasure of visiting 
several of the universities in east- 
ern Canada as a delegate to con- 
ferences from McGill and at each 
of these have been warmly received. 
If McGill is to keep pace with other 
Canadian universities, a definite 
program should be inaugurated and 
co-ordinated under a committee ot 
the S.E.C.

Danish I.S.S. Offers 
West Europe Tours 



Do you have plenty of time and 
money, and an urge to travel 
abroad? - - - 

i>If you do then you probably 
would be Interested In the Danish 
International Student Committee's 
new plan for European tours. The 
.object of this new plan Ls to ac- 




quaint American and Canadian col- 
lege students with the lands from 
i which their forefathers came and 
with the civilization and cultures 
from which Canadian and Ameri- 
can culture here developed. 

This plan is sponsored by the 
Danish International Students Com- 
I millee, the National Committee of 

the world-wide International Stud- 
ent Service. The project Is non- 
profit and is run by Danish stud- 
ents. Under the plan it ls possible 
for a small group of students to go 
practically anywhere they choose in 
_ Western Europe. They travel by 
car, either new American Ford, or 
m' • 'British "Consul" Ford, accompan- 
ied by a Danish student who acts 
In the capacity of guide and leader. 
The guides have a wide under- 
standing of languages and have 
passed examinations to qualify 
them to act in this capacity. 

These tours are conducted In 
groups of three or four student? 
and a guide. The students arc 
given the option of an organized 
tour or an independent tour. The 
independent tours arc pjanncd by 
the students themselves, to Include 
the places they want most to visit. 
Both these plans include the same 
type of transportation, accommoda- 
tion and program and there is no 
difference in price.

days and includes unlimited mile- 
age during length of tour, a car to 
meet you wh.n you arrive on the 
continent, accommodation in med- 
ium-class hotels and colleges, serv- 
ice charges and tips, entrance fees 
to museum and other places and 
full insurance covering both the car 
and its passengers. 

These tours can ...be carried out 
at any time of the year, though most 
Canadian and American students 
come during June, July and Au- 
gust. The price of the tour for 
four passengers and a guide per 
car is $570.00 per person. For three 
passengers and a guide in an Ameri- 
can Ford the price is $575 00 each 
while in an English Ford the price 
would be $625.00 each. These prices 
include the costs of the tour only 
and do not include the price of 
trans-oceanic transportation. 

The Danish International Students 
Committee will book trans-Atlantic 
transportation for those attending 
the tours.

Dr. Marshall Is Director 
Of Desoundproofing Library 



Students wjll be relieved to know 
that when the new library is built 
they will not be unnerved by Its 
supulchral silence. Precautions arc 
being taken to provide soundproof- 
ing of sufficiently low efficiency 
that enough noise will be present 
to provide a situation psychologic- 
ally correct for studying. Dr. John 
Marshall of the Physics Department 
Is in charge of this operation. 

By means a flashllght-likc-look- 
Ing apparatus called a sound level 
metre, Dr. Marshall has been mak- 
ing a study of present noise condi- 
tions in the Rcdpath Library. 
Normal noise level there ls approx- 
imately 65 decibels, roughly equiv- 
alent to that in an average office. 
This is probably too much for most 



tape recordings that he made at the 
time.
